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IN THE DRAWINGS : 

In response to the Examiner's objection to the drawing 
figures. Applicant has provided a replacement sheet of Figure 2 
in which descriptive labeling has been added to box-type drawing 
elements 2 and 12. Specifically, element 2 has been labeled 
--noise signal generating device--, and element 12 has been 
labeled --transmitter--. Entry of the replacement sheet and 
withdrawal of the objection is requested. 
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REMARKS 

The Office Action mailed February 3, 2006, has been 
carefully reviewed and Applicant notes with appreciation the 
identification of allowable subject matter. 

By this Amendment, claims 1-10 have been amended and 
new claims 11-15 have been added. Accordingly, claims 1-15 are 
pending in the application. Claims 1, 5 and 11 are independent. 

The Examiner objected to the drawings and the 
specification as containing informalities which Applicant has 
corrected herein. 

The Examiner rejected claims 1-10 under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite. By this Amendment, claims 
1-10 have been amended to bring them into conformity with 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. Withdrawal of the rejection is 
requested. 

The Examiner stated that claims 1-10 would be allowable 
if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
112, second paragraph. With the amendments set forth herein, 
claims 1-10 are in condition for allowance. 

New claims 11-15 are also in condition for allowance 
for the same reasons as claims 1-4 and 9. New claim 11 generally 
corresponds with claim 1, but without specifying that each of the 
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craft and decoy have two antennas. Favorable consideration and 
allowance thereof is requested. 



With the foregoing amendments and remarks, it is
